NO CONQUEST er 
U.S. SAYS WILSON 


“Morality Not Expediency,” the 
Motive, HeTells Southerners. 


President Wilson announced to the 
world in Mobile, Ala., that the govern­ 
ing motive of the United States in its 
relationships with the countries ou 
this hemisphere would be' “morality 
and not expediency.** 


“I want to take this occasion to 
say,” he declared, “that the United 
States will not again seek to secure 
one additional foot of territory by con­ 
quest.” 


The president spoke 
before 
the 
Southern Commercial 
Congress and 
delivered a veiled attack on “the ma­ 
terial interests’* that influenced the 
foreign policy of some governments in 
their relations with Latin-America. 


Though he did not mention Mexico, 
he devoted his speech to a description 
of the degrading influences which for­ 
eign concessionaries had upon internal 
affairs of Latin-AmeVican countries. 


With the Mexican situation upper­ 
most now in the president’s mind his 
address was interpreted as an arraign­ 
ment of financial influences, which, it 
has been charged, have obtained, in 
some cases, recognition for the Huerta 
government. 


He declared it would be the duty of 
the United States to assist the nations 
of this hemisphere in an "emancipa­ 
tion” from “the material interests of 
other nations,” so that they might en­ 
joy constitutional liberty unrestrained 


“I came here,” the president said, 
“not to speak for, the south, because 
the south has the gift of speaking for 
herself. I came here because I would 
speak of our present and prospective 
relations with our neighbors to the 
south. 


“The future is going to be very dif­ 
ferent for this hemisphere from the 
past. Those states lying to the south, 
which have always been our neighbors, 
will be drawn closer to each other by 
common tips of understanding. Inter­ 
ests do not tie nations together; they 
sometimes separate them. But sym­ 
pathy and understanding do bind them 
together. 


"You hear of concessions to foreign 
captal in Latin-America, but you don't 
hear of concessions to foreign capital 
in the United States. 
They are not 
granted concessions. They are invited 
to make investments. It is an invita­ 
tion, not a privilege. 


“And states that are obliged to grant 
cdncessions are in the condition that 
foreign interests are apt to dominate 
their domestic affairs. 
Such a condi 
tion of affairs is apt to become intoler 
able. And it is emancipation from thip 
inevitable 
subordination 
which 
we 
deem it our duty to assist in. 


“Their 
self-respect, their 
achieve­ 
ment in spite of these difficulties de­ 
serve nothing but the admiration and 
applause of the world, 
I rejoice in 
nothing so much as that they will be 
emancipated and we ought to be the 
first In taking part in assisting in that 
emancipation.” 


The president digressed to point out 
that the department of state recently 
had “tried to serve in that wise,” but 
mentioned no specific instances. 


“In the future,” he continued, “the? 
nations to the south of us will draw 
closer 
and 
closer to us because of 
these 
circumstances of which I am 
speaking. 
We must prove ourselves 
their friends and champions on terms 
of equality and honor. 
We can’t be 
fast friendF on any other terms than 
those of equality. 


“And 
we 
must 
show 
ourselves 
friends by comprehending their inter­ 
ests whether they square with our in­ 
terests or not. 
It is a very perilous 
thing to determine a foreign policy in 
terms of material interests. 
It is in­ 
deed a degrading thing. 


“The development of constitutional 
liberty and world human rights, the 
maintenance of national integrity as 
against material Interests—that is our 
creed. 


“I want to take this occasion to say, 
too, that the United States will not 
again seek to secure one additional 
foot of territory by conquest. 
It will 
devote herself to showing an honest 
and fruitful use of the territory she 
has and she must regard It as one of 
the duties of friendship to see that 
from no quarter are material interests 
m*de superior to human liberty and 
national comity. 
* 
<”1 say this merely to fix what our 
real relationship should be. It is a re­ 
lationship of a family of mankind de­ 
voted to the relations from which hu- 
map liberty springs. 
We have seen 
material interests threaten constitu­ 
tional liberty in America, so we know 
hov(f to sympathize. 


*‘t would ratber belong to a poor na 
tion that is free than a rich nation 
wbilcb bag ceased to love freedom 
Mor,aJity and not expediency is the 
tbiQig that must guide us and w« must 
*ev#r condone Iniquity." 


22 RESCUED, 200 
STELL ENTOMBED 


Rescoers In Mine Disaster See 
Dozens ot Bodies. 


What is the fate of approximately 
200 men remaining in the workings 
of No. 2 Stag Canou mine, at Dawson 
N. M., who with forty-two known deac 
and twenty-two rescued alive, wen 
entombed by a terrific explosion oi 
Wednesday afternoon? 


This was the question on the lips oi 
hundreds of mothers, wives and chil­ 
dren as they pressed the line of the 
guards thrown about the mouth of the 
mine. 
This was the unconscious in­ 
centive that spurred hundreds of vol 
unteer rescuers 
in an endeavor 
to 
penetrate workings strewn with de 
bris and filled with poisonous gases. 


It seems certain that at least 2S4 
perhaps more, were entombed. Scores 
of experienced miners from Colorado 
fields continued to reach camp and 
fresh squads were sent into the work­ 
ings as their predecessors emerged 
exhausted. 


It was announced that twenty-five 
more bodies had been located, but sev­ 
eral hours must elapse before they 
could be brought to the surface. 


Six bodies had been identified, in 
eluding two Americans, Arthur Eng­ 
lish and Walter Johnson. 


Of the twenty-two miners alive the 
greater number were seriously injur­ 
ed. 
Many had been frightfully man­ 
gled by the explosion. 
Nearly 
all 
were sickened by the poisonous gases 
they had inhaled. 


It was stated that the ventilating 
fan was not started until four hours 
after the explosion, and that in the 
meantime the gas probably had pene­ 
trated every part of the workings. L it 
tie hope was expressed by the leaders 
of the rescue parties that any of the 
men still in the mine have survived. 


William McDermott, g. uornl super* 
intenedent of the mine, had not been 
found. 
I-to was among the 284 men 
entombed. ^ 


The work of penetrating 
into the 
ruined workings was progressing in 
the lace of enormous difficulties The 
tunnels leading into No. 2 from n*M>»h 
boring mines were blocked and all 
work had to be 
done through the 
main entranes. 


Stag Canon No. 2 is not a shaft 
mine, but is entered through a tunnel 
driven into he face of the mountain 
Most of the men thus far rescued and 
nearly all 
the bodies, 
have been 
found in this tunnnel, comparatively 
near the entrance. 
The men still 
missing /ire at least 3u00 feet from 
the entrance. Rescuers equipped with 
oxygen helmets and relieving 
each 
other at short intervals, are forcing 
their way loot by foot, often being 
compelled t' halt for hours while fall­ 
en rock and coal is removed. No pro* 
diction is nvde as to how long It will 
take to penetrate the innermost 
cesses oi‘ ?he mine. 


Wonran Fights Rescuer. 


Mrs. Mar*Ison, or 
Crisfield, Md., 
took her two children, a girl of seven 
years, and a boy two years old, for a 
walk. 


She walked down to the river front 
and threw the smaller child overboard. 
The child came to the surface of the 
water and the insane mother pushed 
Its head uijder the water again, when 
Alexander 
herald, who resides near 
the scene, saw the woman’s act and 
ru3hed to th rescue of the child, 


A battle between Gerald and the in« 
wane mother followel. Finally Gerald 
succeeded In getting the child out of 
the water. The little one was uncon 
scious and as the man attempted to 
revive it the crazed woman threw her 
other child into the river. With an un­ 
conscious child in one arm, Gerald 
Igain jumped into the water and man­ 
aged to rescue the other child. 


The mother then jumped into the 
river in an attempt to take her own 
life, but was prevented from doing so 
by anothsr man who had been attract* 
ed to the seen«. 


Doctors

Mrs. C. W. Fairbanks Dies. 


Mrs, 
Charles 
Warren 
Fairbanks, 
wife of the former vice president of 
the United States, died in Indianapolis 
of pneumonia. 


Mrs. Fairbanks was born In Marys­ 
ville, O., and lived there 
until she 
went to Delaware to the Ohio Wesley 
an University. Her maiden name was 
Cornelia Cole. 
In 1874 she was mar­ 
ried to Mr, Fairbanks and they went 
to live in Indianapolis, 
where they 
were soon identified with the life of 
the city. 


Much of Mr. Fairbanks* 
political 
success was attributed to the hearty 
co-operation of his wife. 


In 1897 Mrs. Fairbanks went 
to 
Washington to reside, 
her husband 
having become senator from Indiana. 


She 
became 
affiliated 
with 
the 
Daughters of the American Revolution 


m 
imh and always tooK an active 
part in tho affairs of that organization. 
She was for threo years one of the 
vice presidents, and in 1901 was chos­ 
en president, succeeding Mrs. Daniel 
Manning. 


Postoffice Robbed of $15,000. 


Robbers blew open the safe of the 
postofflee at Attica, O., seven miles 
west of Canton, and escaped with loot 
estimated at $15,000, 


Tho explosion of the safe, which 
rocked the town, and awakened the 
entire 
population, 
demolished 
the 
two-story building 
which 
sheltered 
the postofflee, but did not prevent the 
robbers from getting away. 


Tho sum they obtained represents 
not only the monew and stamps of 
the office, but large sums of money 
belonging to the Seneca County Fair 
association and other organizations oi 
which Postmaster W. F. Uhle 
was 
treasurer. 


Uhle was recently appointod post 
master and had not yet arranged to 
pass over funds of some of the offices 
with private concerns which he had 
formerly held. 


There was no trace of the robbers. 
The first man to reach the scene was 
a night watchman from a bank two 
doors from the post-offlee. 


Fishes ss Boy Drowns. 


While walking over the bridge of the 
Mount Holly branch of the Pennsylva­ 
nia railroad 
over 
Assiscunk creek, 
near Burlington, N. J., nine-year-old 
Dominick Kovaleski made a misstep, 
slipped between the ties and fell into 
the swift current. 


He could not swim, but throe times 
he came to the surface, and a com­ 
panion had almost reached him when 
he went down to his death. 


Other boys told the police that a 
man sat fishing on the bank within a 
few feet of where the boy* sank, but 
turned a deaf ear to their shouts for 
help, and made no effort to aid the 
drowning boy. 


Fatally Hurt by “Bad Indian.1’ 


Tommy Cushman, nine years old, of 
Exeter, near Wilkes-Barre, Pa., dress­ 
ed up like an Indian and went on the 
“warpath.** 


“Look out the way, I*m a bad In­ 
dian,” he yelled as he shot an ar­ 
row. 


Michael Shektis, ten years old, was 
in the path of the flying arrow and he 
fell unconscious to the ground, with 
the point embedded in his skull. The 
“bad Indian** and his companions ran 
away and the Shektis boy was uncon­ 
scious when found. 


Doctors removed the arrow, but have 
no hope of the boy's recovery because 
his skull is fractured. 


Kills Guide by Accident. 


The second Adirondack hunting fa 
tality within two days occurred at the 
lodge of Eugene Debronkart, a wealthy 
New Yorker, near Little Moose lake. 
N. Y. 


His guide, Frank Holmes, of Boon 
ville, received a bullet in his hip that 
passed through his abdomen. He died 
three hours later. 


A large party of New Yorkers were 
ust starting on a day's hunting trip 
for deer and Debronkart was loading 
his rifle, when It was accidentally dis 
charged. 
Holmes was about twenty 
five feet away. 


Two Linemen Killed. 


E. C. Thompson and G. W. Wiley 
linemen, 
were 
instantly 
killed 
at 
Ebensburg, Pa., when a telephone lim 
they had thrown over a pole came 
in contact with a highly charged elec 
trie light wire. Alvin Adams, freman 
of the gang, was 
seriously injured 
when in an effort to save the men, he 
wrapped his coat around the wire and 
removed it. 
Adams* recovery is in 
doubt.

"While I have the chief of staff on 
the telephone this evening, I will ask 
him to give you a paBS to go with the 
army," s a i d the primé minister of Bul­ 
garia, in the midst of the war of the 
Balkan allies against the Turk. 


It was as simple a matter as the 
New York office of a corporation call­ 
ing up its Boston office. 
Savoff, the 
chief of staff, was not at the front. He 
managed the war without ever being 
; near a battle. 
Surrounded by his ,de­ 
partment heads and experts, he was 
situated in a town well to the rear of 
the army, where any vital "Hello, cen­ 
tral!" would instantly reach him. 


Bravery alone did not win for the al­ 
lies. 
The Turks also were brave. But 
their concern went to war with a dead­ 
lock among the board of directors, one 
set of orders from the president and 
another «et from the general manager, 
the plant in disrepair, the shipping de­ 
partment on a strike, stock heavily 
watered, and short term notes due in 
a panic, with call money at 100 per 
cent. 


An army is a great industrial corpo­ 
ration which moves most of its plant 
on wheels and legs. 
Its functions are 
the most inclusive and complex of any 
corporation, and it should’be the most 
up-to-date. 
Other 
corporations

year to year in profit and loss. 
They 
are in touch with the test of scales. An 
army gets its real test only in war. 


A private corporation may be out of 
date and keep on doing business for a 
while. 
It may travel on prestige, dis­ 
daining improvements and letting of­ 
fice dead wood continue to gum the 
wheels, but no army and no navy can 
be unprogressive and stand the trial 
of war. 
Whatever new invention ap­ 
pears, you will find the fighting forces 
of the world the first to use it if it has 
any possible application in their pro­ 
fession. 


The most dramatic moment in re­ 
cent military history occurred when a 
German military dirigible had to de­ 
scend in France because 
of 
engine 
trouble. 
The French officers had 
a 
peep at the great German mystery, 
and found, to their delight, that it had 
not a single appliance that was not al­ 
ready known through the hidden pro­ 
cesses of the French intelligence serv­ 
ice. 
Therefore, the military corpora­ 
tions demand the ablest 
detective«. 
Not long ago the plans of our new bat­ 
tleship, the Pennsylvania, not to men­ 
tion the plans of a new 16-inch naval 
gun, disappeared from the navy depart­ 
ment. 
The plans for the first dread­ 
nought, which the British navy tried 
ite best to keep secret, were in pos­ 
session of every first class European 
navy before its keel was laid. 


A single invention may decide bat­ 
tles. 
The fact that the Krupp recoil 
for field guns was not so good as the 
French, in the actual test of war, wras 
worth a score of regiments to the Bul- 
gars armed with Canets, while 
the 
Turks were armed with Krupps. There 
Is no more martial romance in perfect­ 
ing a field gun, or in assembling parts 
of a battleship and organizing a bat- 
Iteship's crew, than there is in perfect­ 
ing automobile motors and organizing 
an automobile manufacturing plant.

All elections for judges of the courts for 
the several judicial districts, and for 
county, city, ward, borough, and town­ 
ship officers, for regular terms of service, 
shall be held on tho municipal election 
day; namely, the Tuesday next following 
the first Monday of November in each 
odd-numbered year, but tho General As­ 
sembly may by law fix a different day, 
two-thirds of all the members of each 
House consenting thereto: Provided, That 
such elections shall be held in an odd- 
numbered year: Provided further, That all 
Judges for the courts of the several Judi­ 
cial districts holding office at the present 
time, whose terms of o'*lce may end in an 
odd-numberud year, shall continue to hold 
their offices until the first Monday of 
January in the next succeeding even- 
numbered year.

Chief of Republic Has Had an 
Adventurous Career. 


Went to Hawaiian School—Proficient 
In English, History and Litera­ 
ture—Narrow Escape* From 
) 
Capture. 


Honolulu, H. I.—The “young 
Chi­ 
nese party'* in Hawaii is represented 
•by 95 per cent, of the population of 
Hawaiian born Chinese and 75 per 
oent. of those whose 
birthplace 
is 
somewhere in China. Is it to be won­ 
dered at that progressiveness has had 
such a hold where the president 
of 
the new republic was brought into the 
world? Dr. Sun Yat Sen was born in 
Kula, Island of Maui, November 
24, 
1870, and was taken to China by his 
parents when about four years of age, 
remaining tliere until he *was ten 
years old. 


In 1906 he crossed the Pacific to the 
mainland and was 
admitted to 
the 
United States as a Chinese student 
and traveler on a certificate procured 
by him in China. 
After touring the 
United States and Europe he returned 
to Hawaii, making Honolulu his home. 
What remained of his family resided 
at the old homestead on Maui until 
about four years ago, when the price 
on the head of the doctor reached an 
exorbitant figure. 


Then they decided to take passage 
from Honolulu to Japan, where they 
arrived safely. 
While 
in Honolulu 
and on the voyage to Japan agents of 
the dowager empress hovered danger­ 
ously close to the family, apparently 
with a view to kidnaping the mem­ 
bers and holding them as 
hostages 
against the revolutionary doctor. 


Chicago may not be.aw aroof a cen­ 
sus of Chinese taken In Hawaiii short­ 
ly after annexation. At the time reg­ 
isters of the birth of Chinese in the 
islands were made 
and 
certificates 
given. 
It opened the way to graft, 
and was a source of income to many 
attorneys, for the Chinese would pay 
any price for a certificate which show­ 
ed their children to havo been born

here and which gave them the fran­ 
chise. 
Also, holders of these certifi­ 
cates could get by the argus-eyed in­ 
spector of customs and immigration 
agents on the Pacific coast. 
A certi­ 
ficate was a valuable asset and rare, 
indeed, was the Chinese who was not 
willing to tempt an official to issue 
ono on the payment of much fine gold. 


Those of the Chinese securing the 
coveted paper who were old enough 
took the oath of allegiance 
to 
the 
United States. 
Dr. Sun Yat Sen was 
one of them. That he had once offer­ 
ed a certificate from the Chinese gov­ 
ernment was not considered a renun­ 
ciation of his citizenship. His Chinese 
certificate, issued by the imperial gov­ 
ernment, was looked upon as a proof 
of residence which carried with it the 
right to travel throughout the empire. 


Two years later, when the doctor 
was in China, the Chinese minister in 
Paris cabled his government that the 
much wanted man was traveling be­ 
tween Hanoi and Yunan and should 
be arrested. 
Again the doctor es­ 
caped. In 1900 he personally led a lit­ 
tle band of GOO rebels in a revolt which 
had for its object the overthrow of the 
monarchy and the establishment of a 
government on western ideals. 
His 
force was defeated by 4.000 imperial­ 
ists sent against it. Later two towns 
fell béfore his little force of revolu­ 
tionists. 


At night he 
remarked 
that 
the 
Manchu dynasty was surely weakening 
and that Chinese would rise and drive 
the Manchus out of China. Ho hoped 
to see erected a republican form of 
government. 


Events transpiring in 
the 
empire 
during the past few weeks confirm the 
prophecy of the doctor, for the army 
and the navy turn now to the revolu­ 
tionists as friends, not enemies.

Lackawanna.—The sight of a wo­ 
man’s hat ablaze in the Church of 
Our Lady of Victory during the serv­ 
ices threw priests and worshipers in­ 
to excitement for a moment. The 
church was crowded to the doors. 


Just before the elevation of the host 
each of the worshipers, men, women 
and children, held lighted tapers in 
their hands. 
In some unaccountable 
manner the plumage on the hat worn 
by an unknown woman became ignited 
and in an instant the foliage and feath­ 
ers which adorned her hat were burn­ 
ing briskly.

MAN FASTED FIFTY-SIX DAYS 


Hanley of Marlboro Apparently Has 
Fully Recovered from Terrible 
Suffering He Endured. 


Marlboro.—William B. Hanley, who 
disappeared from Marlboro April 20 
and who was found fifty-six days aft­ 
erward in a swamp near Westboro in 
a weakened condition, has apparently 
fully recovered from the terrible suf­ 
ferings that he endured. 


When he was found he was barely 
able to breathe, and his life was al­ 
most despaired of. 
He was taken in 
charge by physicians and sent away 
to Forge village, where, under 
the 
open-air treatment, he was restored 
to health. 
He returned to Marlboro 
the other night, and he is apparently 
as well as ever. He is as heavy as he 
over was, and eats well and his mind 
is as clear as a bell. 
He speaks but 
little concerning his awful experience, 
but there is no question that during 
the entire fifty-six 
days 
he 
went 
without food.

and your skipjack is ready for use. 


Let the first trial be over a short 
slope. 
Seat yourself firmly, lift both 
feet from the ground and away you 
go. 
Only a slight movement of the 
body is necessary to keep the runner 
on the track, and you will quickly 
acquire this knack after a few trials, 
and a longer and swifter coast can 
then be essayed.

Now York.—Among the many bene­ 
ficial activities of the United States 
public health and marine hospital 
service, a campaign against rabies, un­ 
dertaken in 1UU8 and extended since 
that time, is just now of particular in­ 
terest. 
The boards of health of the 
different states have been urged to 
make this a “reportable” disease—that 
is, one of which all cases shall be re­ 
corded. 
Until that shall be done in 
all states the full extent of this dis­ 
tressing and weird disease cannot be 
determined. 
There is an increasing 
demand upo$ the public health service 
for anti-rabies serum. 


That rabies has been prevalent in 
the United States for more than a cen­ 
tury is shown by the medical litera­ 
ture of the nation. The first outbreak 
was reported in Boston in 1768. 
The 
legislative council of the American 
Medical association 
Jn 
1907 
recom­ 
mended that rabies be investigated by 
the public health service with a view 
to its prevention and control. 


In 1908 there were 111 deaths of hu­ 
man beings from rabies, and 534 cases 
among animals were reported during 
this time. 
The disease in both man 
and animals was practically confined 
to the territory east of the Missouri 
riyer. 
It was found to be almost en­ 
tirely absent from the western states, 
but during the last IS months it has 
made its appearance on the Pacific 


coast, transmitted, presumably, by ani­ 
mals from the eastern part of 
the 
country. 
Dogs, cats, wolves, horses, 
sheep, 
cattle, 
hogs, 
squirrels 
and 
skunks can transmit the disease. 


Apparently the disease is Increas­ 
ing, but this may possibly be due in 
part to the greater pains taken in the 
collection of the mortality records. 
The census bureau statistics show 33 
deaths in 1900, 41 In 1901, 45 in 1902, 
43 in 1903, 38 in 1904, 44 in .1905, 85 
in 190G, 75 in 1907 and 111 in 1908. 


During 
1908 nearly 1,500 person» 
were given the Pasteur treatment on 
account of having 
been 
bitten 
by 
rabid or supposedly rabid animals. 


The inquiry by the public health 
service shows conclusively that the 
only effective way to suppress rabies 
in man is to eradicate the disease 
among animals. This calls for the de­ 
struction of infected animals and the 
muzzling of all dogs In infected ar^as.

SIMPLE MACHINE FOR BOYS 


Will Transform Right and Left Mo­ 
tion 
Into 
Rotary 
Motion 
of 
Other Without Being Seen. 


Probably you know that every raa« 
chine, no matter 
how 
complicated, 
simply transforms one kind of motion 
into another. 
The locomotive trans* 
forms the straight push of the piston 
rod into the rotary motion of the driv­ 
ing wheel. 
A sewing machine trans^ 
forms the push of the foot into the 
rotation of a wheel, and that again is 
transformed into the prick of 
the 
needle. 


Here is a, little machine that any 
boy can make which will transform 
the right and left motion of one hand 
into a rotary motion of 
the 
other 
without his knowing it, "says the New 
York Sun. 
Take a short piece of lath 
and cut some notches in 
the 
edge 
with a penknife. 
Then cut out a 
little disk of stiff card, color It if you 
like and stick it on the end of tho 
lath with a stout pin. 


Now hold the end that is further 
from the disk with your left hand and 
rub a penholder or a round pencil up 


The best rubber in the world corner 
from the valley of the Amazon, and is 
tnown as Para, so called after tho city 
which is the principal gateway of ex* 
port. This region is densely forested 
and intersected by a myriad of rivers. 
It has a soil of incomparable richness, 
is watered by never-failing rains and 
warmed by the equatorial sun. Th# 
first cost of crude rubber is about 75 
cents a pound. 
By the time it reaches 
the world’s markets it is worth about 
$2.50 a pound. In Brazil it is called 
“black gold.” 
Then there are the low­ 
er grades of rubber. 
That 
which 
comes from the far east costs on the 
average about 25 cents a pound and 
sells for $1.75 a pound. Of late years 
a great deal of this low grade rubber 
has come from the guayule plant, a 
shrub which grows in the desert up­ 
lands of Mexico. Its thick bark con­ 
tains about 10 per cent, of rubber. 
Certain German s and Americans aft­ 
er many experiments, have perfected 
machinery to extract this rubber gum, 
and. have succeeded in adding about 
22,000,000 pounds to the world’s prod­ 
uct of crude rubber. 


There are ten “rubber trusts” in the 
world. Five of them are in the United 
States; three in Germany, one in Rus* 
sia and one in Italy. 
They represent 
amalgamations of some fifty of the 
rubber factories of the world. There 
are still about 450 that are not amal* 
gamated. 


India rubber first came to the Unit 
ed States in 1800, but although a pat­ 
ent is recorded as early as 1813 for 
making an elastic varnish out of the 
strange new product, nothing seems to 
have come of it until 1823, when a 
Boston sea captain brought back with 
him from South America a pair of 
fantastically gilded rubber boots.

was not until Charles Goodyear dis­ 
covered how to vulcanize rubber that 
the rubber industry amounted to any­ 
thing. 


The impression that a visitor to a 
rubber goods factory 
carries 
away 
with him is one of a lot of rollers that 
seem to be doing nothing but tearing 
to pieces and rolling up into shape, 
over and over again, tlje rubber as it 
develops from its crude to its final 
composition. 
Some rollers are cold, 
some are hot; some are wet, some 
are dry; somo fitted with calenders 
that impress & pattern on the finished 
sheets, and others seem little more 
than laundry machines. 
Crude rub­ 
ber has to be cleaned. It is softened 
in boil>ig water for an hour or so 
and then run between two rolls, one 
of which revolves a little faster than 
the other. 
Over both of these there 
plays a steady stream of water. 


The rubber comes out in long, flat 
sheets and is carried 
into 
drying 
rooms, where the air is kept in con­ 
stant motion by fans. Every bit of 
moisture must be removed, and this 
takes sometimes as 
much 
as 
two 
weeks. 
When throughly dried 
the 
rough sheets go to other machines, 
from which they emerge 
soft 
and 
smooth. After having been thoroughly 
rolled the rubber is compounded with 
various ingredients, litharge and whit­ 
ing being the two commonest. Then 
It is sent under still other rollers and 
kneaded and worked together into a 
homogeneous mass. 
If tbe rubber i* 
combined with a textile fabric the rub­ 
ber and cotton cloth go through^ an­ 
other series of rollers, entering separ­ 
ately, but coming out as one. 
i

broke out at San Carlos and after 
killing the chief of police started up 
the valley of the Gila, killing at least 
sixty white settlers. 


Then for six years Arizona was the 
scene of a merciless Indian war. 
In 
1883 Geronimo became chief of the 
Apaches. 
He massacred settlers and 
burned ranches almost at will. After 
each raid he wrould escape to the 
mountain fastnesses of Mexico where 
the United States soldiers could not 
pursue him. 
Finally permission was 
secured from Mexico for soldiers to 
cross the frontier in pursuit of the In­ 
dians. 
In 1888 Captain Lawton, serv­ 
ing under Gen. Nelson A. Miles, sur­ 
rounded 
Geronlmo’s 
warriors 
and 
made them prisoners. The whole tribe 
was taken to Florida and later trans­ 
ferred to Fort Sill, Okla., as prisoners 
of war. 


There Geronimo remained until his 
death, three or four years ago, and 
the remainder of 
his band 
is still 
there. All desire to return to'Arizona 
and it is possible that sometime the 
government may see fit to grant them 
their wish. Today they are as peace­ 
ful and placid as any Indians, having 
seen the folly of resisting the whites. 


Of course there were bad men and 
gun men in Arizona in her early days. 
Stage and train robberies were by no 
means uncommon and excited only 
passing comment. 
Finally train rob­ 
beries became so frequent that in 
1889 the penalty for that crime was 
fixed at death. 
In the same year the 
legislature passed a law providing a 
fine of $25 for any one carrying con­ 
cealed weapons. 


It was not until after the penalty 
for train robbing had been., fixed at 
death that 
Arizona became 
really 
peaceful. 
Now there is no train rob­ 
bing any more, und as the day of the 
stage coach Is practically passed the 
stage robber is extinct. 


Until 1907 everything 
was 
wide 
open in Arizona, -Gambling was unre­ 
strained and, except where municipal 
laws'"prevented, women and minors 
were allowed in saloons. In that year 
the legislature responded to an urgent 
message from Governor Kibbey and 
to pronounced public sentiment and 
passed a rigid anti-gambling law that 
closed such games.

Fixing a m ethod of lighting the streets 


and highways of the borough of New 
Oxford, County ol Adams and State of 
Pennsylvania, and providing for the 
making of contracts for that purpose. 
Skc. 1. 
Be it enacted and ordained by 
the Burgess and Town Council of the bor­ 
ough of New Oxford, County of Adams 
and State of Pennsylvania and it is here­ 
by enacted and ordained by the authority 
of the same that henceforth the streets 
and highways of said borough shall be 
lighted, at the expense of said borough, 
during the night, or such portions of the 
night as the Town Council of said bor­ 
ough shall from time to time by resolu­ 
tion prescribe, by means of electricity, 
gas, gasoline, kerosene or other system of 
illumination, as said Town Council may 
from time to time prescribe. 


Ski\ 2. 
The said Town Council shall 
and is hereby authorized to m ake con­ 
tracts for the lighting of the streets and 
l\ighways of said borough as aforesaid 
with any individual or corporation desir­ 
ing to furnish light for such purpose, up­ 
on the best terms obtainable for the kind 
of light prescribed by said Town Council, 
but no such contract shall be for a longer 
term than ten U0) years. 


Skc. 3. 
Said contracts for the lighting 
of the streets and highways of said bor­ 
ough shall be approved by the Town 
Council and shall, when so approved be 
executed in the name of the borough of 
New Oxford by the President of the Town 
Council and tlie corporate seal of the said 
borough shall be alhxed thereto and at­ 
tested by the Secretary of the Town Coun­ 
cil, 


Sue. 4. 
The said Town Council shall 
have the right and power to incorporate 
into any contract for the lighting of th e 
streets and highways of said borough a 
provision that tue franchise of the party 
or corporation lighting said streets and 
highways shall be exclusive w ithin said 
borough during the period of the con­ 
tract, if, in the opinion of the Town Coun­ 
cil, it shall be advisable so to do.

but bad luck waits for him in the 
other.” 
Pat Sheedy died poor. 
Her­ 
man Rosenthal left his widow in act­ 
ual need. 
The dissipating 
of

Adams millions is but another proof 
of the truth that is in common saws. 
Trace the inescapable truth In the his­ 
tory of Al Adams and his family. 


Cursed His Partner. 


Wrhile Al Adams was a brakemen on 
a freight train of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford railroad, dissat­ 
isfied with his lot and seeking even 
then what he called “easy money/’ he 
met Zachariah Simmons. 
Simmons, 
watching the gigantic system of theft 
of “Boss” Tweed, conceived the idea 
that another means of building up a 
fortune could be devised by wring­ 
ing the pennies from the poor and 
Ignorant. 
Simmons established a pol­ 
icy 
business, 
and, 
recognizing 
in 
Adams a soul as unscrupulous as his 
own, took the brakeman into his pol­ 
icy shop. Adams was from the first 
blind to the misery his penny villainy 
wrought in wretched homes. He only 
knew 
that 
these 
small, 
trickling 
streams formed a river of gold that 
emptied into his pockets. 
Taught 
*ell by his instructor, he soon pushed 
Simmons out. 
Simmons left cursing 
Adams: 


“Make the money,” he said as he 
slammed the door pntil the copper 
pennies on his former partner's table 
rattled, “and may it choke you!“ It 
t l d in n way. for u Adams* fortune

[ grew and grew, the pile of poor men’s 
pennies rose and rose about him, and 
though he had them changed again 
and again to gold, the piles rose high­ 
er and higher until they oppressed 
and all but suffocated him. 


Enticed Boys to Gamble. 


“That’s the man that steals from 
little children," said his neighbors, 
and Al Adams shrugged his shoulders. 
The shoulders were covered with a 
fur overcoat earned by what were 
known as his “kindergarten games.” 
He sent his agents to the boys In the 
public schools and enticed them into 
roulette games.

were other scenes and angry voices. 


Rumors of Murder. 


It did not surprise other guests 
when they heard that Al Adams was 
dead. 
Rumors 
of murder 
pressed 
close upon the news. 
Sheriff Har- 
burger boldly said: 
“I 
believe he 
was murdered, and that the murderer 
is in this room.” 
But the coroner

meanest man in New York” had tired 
of life, that official said, “there’s noth-! 
ing more to it '*

tended from their creator to his elder 
and favorite daughter. Evelyn Adams 
married Robert Arnxic, a Mexican min­ 
ing operator. It was thought the am­ 
bition oi the Adams ¿iris and of their

them wouM get into aoclKy. 
But 
Mr«. Armit 
quickly returned 
from 
Mexico and sought a divorce. 
"My 
husband lost nearly all my 
money, 
your honor/' ahe said to the judge. 


“How?” asked his honor. 
“He pawned my Jewelry and gam!* 
led away my money.” 


“Gambled!" exclaimed the usually 
impassive court. 
The memories of 
every one in the courtroom ran ba-cto 
to the petty gambling in Al Adam«’ 
chain of policy shops. 


Mrs. Armit took a house in New­ 
port and tried to get into society. 
Newport, that strains at little thing* 
and swallows great ones, declined “Al 
Adams' daughter.” 
The policy “prin­ 
cess** knocked in vain at its gates. 


Tried the Back Door. 


Hoping to enter American society 
by the back door of Paxis, she wedded 
Paul Ernest Napolcone of Paris, and 
Newport looked from behind closed 
blinds at the spectacle of Mrs. Armit 
driving from oue church to another, 
offering a $1,000 wedding fee to any

But she returned from France almoet 
as quickly as she had decamped from 
Mexico.

Ida Adams wedded the man-about- 
town, “Jack" Gallatin. 
More or lees

' Do you desire any alimony?" the 
court asked her. 
The 
bride, 
with 
apologies to the court, laughed and 
looked at her attorney. 


“If she asked for 50 cents a week 
she wouldn't got It. The truth is she 
has been supporting him,” asserted 
her lawyer. 


The bridegroom asserted that she 
had promised to perform that func­ 
tion.

Ropes were brought out, and it was 
only after the police had threatened o 
shoqt the first man who made a move 
that the mob dispersed.

"Morality Not Expediency," ttie 


Motive, He Tells Soutlierners. 


22 RESCUED,200 
STIIL ENTOMBEO 


Râscuers In Mine Disaster See 


Dozens of Bodies. 


President Wilson announced to the 
world in Mobile. Ala., that the govern- 
ing motive of the United States In its 
relationships 
with the countries 
on 
this hemisphere would be' "morality 
and not expediency." 


"1 want to take this occasion to 
say" he declared, "that the United 
States will not again seek to secure 
one additional foot of territory by con- 
quest." 


The president spoke 
before 
the 
Southern Commercial 
Congress and 
delivered a veiled attack on "the ma- 
terial interests" that influenced the 
foreign poliw of some governments iu 
their relations with Latin-America. 


Though he did not mention Mexico, 
he devoted his speech to a description 
of the degrading influences which for- 
eign concessionaries had upon internal 
affairs of Latln-AmeVican countries. 


With the Mexican situation upper- 
most now in the president's mind his 
address was interpreted as an arraign- 
ment of financial influences, which, it 
has been charged, have obtained, In 
some cases, récognition for the Huerta 
government. 


He declared It would be the duty of 
the United States to assist the nations 
of this hemisphere in an "emancipa- 
tion" from "the material interests of 
other nations," so that they might en- 
joy constitutional liberty unrestrained 


"I came here," the president said, 
"not to speak for, the south, because 
the south has the gift of speaking for 
herself. 
T came here because I would 
speak of our present and prospective 
relations with our neighbors to the 
south. 


"The future Is going to be very dif- 
ferent for this hemisphere from the 
past. Those states lying to the south, 
which have alwayi» been our neighbors, 
will be drawn closer to each other by 
common tips oî understanding. Inter- 
ests do not tie nations together; they 
sometimes separate thom. But sym- 
pathy and understanding do bind them 
together, 


''You hear of concessions to foreign 
captai in Latin-America, but you don't 
hear of concessions to foreign capital 
In the United States. 
They are not 
granted concessions. Thpy are invited 
to make Investments. It Is an invita- 
tion, not a privilege. 


"And states that are obliged to grant 
cdncessions are in the condition that 
foreign interests are apt to dominate 
their domestic affairs. 
Such a condì 
tlon of affairs is apt to become intoler 
able. And it is emancipation from thi? 
inevitable 
subordination 
which 
we 
deem it our duty to assist in. 


"Their 
self-respect, their 
achieve- 
ment In spite of these difllculties de- 
serve nothing but the admiration and 
applause of the world. 
I rejoice in 
nothing so much as that they will be 
emancipated and we ought to be the 
first In taking part In assisting in that 
emancipation." 


The president digressed to point out 
that the department of state recently 
had "tried to servo In that wise," but 
mentioned no specific Instances. 


"In the future," he continued, "thcf 
nations to the south of us will draw 
closer 
and 
closer to us because of 
these 
circumstancGS of which I am 
speaking. 
We must prove ourselves 
their friends and champions on terras 
of equality and honor. 
We can't be 
fast friends on any other terms than 
those of equality. 


"And 
we 
must 
show 
ourselves 
friends by comprehending their inter- 
ests whether they square with our In- 
terests or not. 
It is a very perilous 
thing to determine a foreign policy In 
terms of material interests. 
It is In- 
deed a degrading thing, 


"The development of constitutional 
liberty and world human rights, the 
maintenance of national integrity as 
againftt material Intere8ts--that Is our 
creed. 


"I want to take this occasion to lay, 
too, that the United States will not 
again seek to secure one additional 
foot of territory by conquest. 
It will 
devote herself to showing an honest 
and fruitful use of the territory she 
has and she must regard It as one of 
the duties of friendship to see that 
trota no quarter are material Interests 
0j)ade superior to human liberty and 
naftlonal comity, 
• ''I say this merely to fix what our 
real relationship should be. It Is a re- 
lationship of a family of mankind de- 
voted to the relations from which hu- 
map liberty springs. 
We have Men 
mn'terlal Interests threaten 
constitu- 
tional liberty in America, ao we know 
ho^' to sympathize, 


would rather belong to a poor na 
tlon that Is free than a rich nation 
whllch has ceased to Jove freedom 
Morality and not expediency Is the 
thiJg that must guide us and w« must 
fievir 
condone Iniquity," 


What Is the fate of approximately 
200 men remaining in the workings 
of No. 2 Stag Canon mine, at Dawson 
N, M., who with forty-two known deac 
and twenty-two rescued 
alive, 
wen 
entombed by a terrific explosion oi 
Wednesday afternoon? 


This was the question on the lips ol 
hundreds of mothers, wives and chil- 
dren as they pressed the line of the 
guards thrown about the mouth of the 
mine. 
This was the unconscious in- 
centive that spurred hundreds of vol 
unteer rescuers 
In an endeavor 
to 
penetrate workings strewn with de 
brls and filled with poisonous gases. 


It seems certain that at least 284 
perhaps more, were entombed. Scores 
of experienced miners from Colorado 
fields continued to reach camp and 
fresh squads were sent into the work- 
ings as their predecessors 
emerged 
exhausted. 


It was announced that twenty-fivp 
more bodies had been located, but sev- 
eral hours must elapse before they 
could be brought to the surface. 


Six bodies had been identified, in 
eluding two Americans, Arthur Eng- 
lish and Walter Johnson. 


Of the twent>:-two miners alive the 
greater number were seriously injur- 
ed. 
Many had been frightfully man- 
gled by the explosion. 
Nearly 
all 
were sickened by the poisonous gases 
they had inhaled. 


It was stated that the ventilating 
fan was not started until four hours 
after the explosion, and that in the 
meantime the gas probably had pene- 
trated every part of the workings. Lit 
tie hope was expressed by the leaders 
of the rescue parties that any of the 
men still in the mine have survived. 


William McDermott, g. ijoral .super- 
Intenedent of the mine, had not beon 
found. 
Ho^ was among the 284 men 
entombed. ^ 


The work of penetrating 
Into the 
ruined workings was progressing in 
the face of enormous dlfilcultles The 
tunnels leading into No. 2 from n'>iKh 
boring mines were block^^d nnd all 
work had to be 
done 
fh rough the 
main entranes. 


Stag Canon No. 2 Is not a shaft 
mine, but is entered through a tunnel 
driven into he face of the mountain 
Most of the men thus far rescued and 
nearly 
all 
the bodies, 
have been 
found in this tunnnel, coaiparatlvely 
near the entrance. 
The 
men 
still 
missing ¡ire at least 3u00 feet from 
the entrance. 
Rescuers equipped with 
oxygen helmets and relieving 
each 
other at short Intervals, are forcing 
their way foot by foot, often being 
compelled t' halt for hours while fall- 
en rock and coal is removed. 
No pre- 
diction is nv'de as to how long it will 
take to penetrate the innermost ..i- 
cesspj: ol' 
rr.ine. 


Worran Fights Rescuer. 


Mrs. n.irilson, of 
Crisfield, Md.. 
took her tv/o children, a girl of seven 
years, and a boy two years old, for a 
walk. 


She walked down to the river front 
and threw the smaller child overboard. 
The child came to the surface of the 
water and the insane mother pushed 
Its head ujjder the water again, when 
Alexander 
herald, who resides near 
the scene, saw the v/oman's act and 
rushed to th 
rescue of the child. 


A battle between Gerald and the in* 
i/ane mother followei. Finally Gerald 
succeeded in getting the child out of 
the water. The little one v/as uncon 
sclous and a,s the man attempted to 
revive It the crazed woman threw her 
other child into the river. With an un- 
conscious child in one arm, Gerald 
Igaln Jumped into the water and man- 
Aged to rescue the other child. 


The mother then jumped into the 
river In an attempt to tak« her own 
life, but was prevented from doing no 
by another man who had been attractr 
ed to the scena.

Robbers blew open the safe of th« 
postofllce at Attica, 0., seven mile« 
west of Canton, and escaped with loot 
estimated at $15,000. 


The explosion of the safe, which 
rocked the town, and awakened the 
entire 
population, 
demolished 
the 
two-story building 
which 
sheltered 
the postofflce. but did not prevent th« 
robbers from getting away. 


The sum they obtained reproseuta 
not only the monew and stamps of 
the office, but large sums of money 
belonging to the Seneca County Fair 
association and other organizations ot 
which Postmaster W. F. Uhle 
waa 
treasurer. 


Uhle was recently appointed 
post 
master and had not yet arranged to 
pass over funds of some of the office« 
with private concerns which he had 
formerly held. 


There was no trace of the robbers. 
The first man to reach the scene was 
a night watchman from a bank two 
doors from the post-offlce. 


Fl«h«s as Boy Drowns. 


While walking over the bridge of the 
Mount Holly branch of the Pennsylva- 
nia railroad 
over 
Assiscunk creek, 
near Burlington, N. J„ nine-year-old 
Dominick Kovaleski made a misstep, 
slipped between the ties and fell Into 
the swift current. 


He could not swim, but throe times 
he came to the surface, and a com- 
panion had almost reached him when 
he went down to his death. 


Other boys told the police that a 
man sat fishing on the bank within a 
few feet of where the boy sank, but 
turned a deaf ear to their shouts for 
help, and made no effort to aid the 
drowning boy. 


Fatally Hurt by "Bad 
Indian." 


Tommy Cushman, nine years old, of 
Exeter, near Wilkes-Barre, Pa., dress- 
ed up like an Indian and went on tha 
''warpath." 


"Look out the way, I'm a bad In- 
dian," he yelled as he shot an ar- 
row.

War has become a business, as mat- 
lor-of-fact as a department store, «ays 
a. writer in McClure's Magazine. 
Its 
victories are to the scientist, the mech- 
inician and the organizer—to the lab- 
orator>\ the card Index and the tele- 
phone. 


"While I have the chief of staff on 
th^ telephone this evening, 1 will ask 
him to give you a pass to go with the 
army," said the primé minister of Bul- 
garia, in the midst of the war of the 
Balkan allies against the Turk. 


It was as simple a matter as the 
New York oflSce of a corporation call- 
ing up its Boston office. Savoff, the 
chief of staff, was not at the front. He 
managed the war without ever being 
near a battle. 
Surrounded by his ,de- 
partment heads and experts, he was 
situated ïn a town well to the rear of 
the army, where any vital "Hello, cen- 
tral!" would instantly reach him. 


Bravery alone did not win for the al- 
lies. 
The Turks also were brave. But 
their concern went to war with a dead- 
lock among the board of directors, one 
set of orders from the president and 
another eet from the general manager, 
the plant in disrepair, the shipping de- 
partment on a strike, stock heavily 
watered, and short term notes due in 
a panic, with call money at 100 per 
cent. 


An army Is a great industrial corpo- 
ration which moves most of its plant 
on wheels and legs. 
Its functions are 
the most inclusive and complex of any 
corporation, and it should'be the most 
up-to-date. 
Other 
corporations 
get 
their results from month to month and 
year to year in profit and loss. 
They 
are in touch with the test of scales. An 
army gets its real test only in war. 


A private corporation may be out of 
date and keep on doing business for a 
while. 
It may travel on prestige, dis- 
daining improvements and letting of- 
fice dead wood continue to gum the 
wheels, but no army and no navy can 
be unprogressive and stand the trial 
of war. 
Whatever new invention ap- 
pears, you will find the fighting forces 
of the world the first to use it if it has 
any possible application in their pro- 
fession. 


The most dramatic moment in re- 
cent military history occurred when a 
German military dirigible had to de- 
scend in France because 
of 
engine 
trouble. 
The French officers had 
a 
peep at the great German mystery, 
and found, to their delight, that it had 
not a single appliance that was not al- 
ready known through the hidden pro- 
cesses of the French intelligence serv- 
ice. 
Therefore, the military corpora- 
tions demand the ablest 
detectives. 
Not long ago the plans of our new bat- 
tleship, the Pennsylvania, not to men- 
tion the plans of a new 16-lnch naval 
gun, disappeared from the navy depart- 
ment. 
The plans for the first dread- 
nought, which the British navy tried 
lt6 best to keep secret, were in pos- 
session of every first class European 
navy be/ore its keel was laid. 


A single invention may decide bat- 
tles. 
The fact that the Krupp recoil 
for field guns was not so good as the 
French, in the actual test of war, was 
worth a score of regiments to the Bui- 
gars armed with Canets, while 
the 
Turks were armed with Krupps. There 
Is no more martial romance in perfect- 
ing a field gun, or in assembling parts 
of a battleship and organizing a bat- 
Iteship's crew, than there is in perfect- 
ing automobile motors and organizing 
an automobile manufacturing plant.

SUN YAT SEN'S LIFE 


Chief of Republic Has Had an 
Adventurous Career. 


Went to Hawaiian School—Proficient 
In English, History and Litera- 
ture—Narrow Escapes From 
\ 
Capture. 


Honolulu. H. L—The "young 
Chi- 
nese party" in Hawaii Is represented 
•ty D5 per cent of the population of 
Hawaiian born Chinese and 75 per 
cent 
of those whoso 
birthplace 
la 
somewhere in China. 
Is it to be won- 
dered at that progresslveness has had 
«uch a hold where the president 
of 
the new republic was brought Into the 
world? 
Dr. Sun Yat Sen was born in 
Kula, Island of Maul, November 
24, 
1870, and was taken to China by his 
parents when about four years of age. 
remaining tliere until ho 'was 
ten 
years old. 


In 1906 he crossed the Pacific to the 
mainland and was 
admitted to 
the 
United States .as a Chinese 
student 
and traveler on a certificate procured 
by him in China. 
After touring the 
United States and Europe ho returned 
to Hawaii, making Honolulu his home. 
What remained of his family resided 
at the old homestead on Maui until 
about four years ago, when the price 
on the head of the doctor reached an 
exorbitant 
figure. 


Then they decided to take passage 
from Honolulu to Japan, where they 
arrived safely. 
While 
In Honolulu 
and on the voyage to Japan agents of 
the dowager empress hovered danger- 
ously close to the family, apparently 
with a view to kidnaping the mem- 
bers and holding them as 
hostages 
against the revolutionary doctor. 


Chicago may not be.awaroof a cen- 
sus of Chinese taken in Hawalll short- 
ly after annexation. 
At the time reg- 
isters of the birth of Chinese in the 
islands were made 
and 
certificates 
given. 
It opened the way to graft, 
and was a source of Income to many 
attorneys, for the Chinese would pay 
any price for a certificate which show- 
ed their children to have been born 


here and which gave them the fran- 
chise. 
Also, holders of these certlfl- 
cat<es could get by the argus-eyed in- 
si>ector of customs and immigration 
agents on the Pacific coast. 
A certi- 
ficate was a valuable asset and rare, 
indeed, was the Chinese who was not 
willing to tempt an ofilcial to issue 
ono on the payment of much fine gold. 


Those of the Chin-ese securing the 
'coveted paper who were old enough 
took the oath of allegiance 
to 
the 
United States. 
Dr. Sun Yat Sen was 
one of them. 
That he had once offer- 
ed a c-ertificate from the Chinese gov- 
ernment was not considered a renun- 
ciation of his citizenship. His Chinese 
certificate. Issued by the imperial gov- 
ernment. was looked upon as a proof 
of residence which carried with it the 
right to travel throughout the empire. 


Two years later, when the doctor 
was in China, the Chinese minister in 
Paris cabled his government that the 
much wanted man was traveling be- 
tween Hanoi and Yunan and should 
be arrested. 
Again the doctor 
es- 
caped. In 1900 he personally led a lit- 
tle band of GOO rebels in a revolt which 
had for its object the overthrow of the 
monarchy and the establishment of a 
government on western ideals. 
His 
force was defeated by 4.000 imperial- 
ists sent against It 
Later two towns 
fell before his little force of revolu- 
tionists. 


At night he 
remarked 
that 
the 
Manchu dynasty was surely weakening' 
and that Chinese would rise and drive 
the Manchus out of China. 
He hoped 
to see erected a republican form of 
government. 


Events transpiring In 
the 
empire 
during the past few weeks, confirm the 
prophecy of the doctor, for the army 
and the navy turn now to the revolu- 
tionists as friends, not enemies.

Now York.—^Among the many bene- 
ficial activities of the United States 
public 
health 
and 
marine 
hospital 
service, a campaign against rabies, un- 
dertaken in 1U08 and extended since 
that time, is Just now of particular in- 
terest. 
Tiie boards of health of the 
different states have been urged to 
make this a "reportable" disease—that 
is, one of which all cases shall be I'e- 
corded. 
Until that shall be done in 
all states the full extent of this dis- 
tressing and weird disease cannot be 
determined. 
There is an increasing 
demand upow the public health service 
for anti-rabies serum. 


That rabies has been prevalent in 
the United States for more than a cen- 
tury is shown by the medical litera- 
ture of the nation. 
Th^ first outbreak 
was reported in Boston in 176b. 
The 
legislative council of the 
American 
Medical association 
Jn 
1907 
recom- 
mended that rabies be investigated by 
the public health service wiih a view 
to Its prevention and control. 


In 190S there were 111 deaths of hu- 
man beings from rabies, and 534 cases 
among animals were reported during 
this time. 
The disease in both man 
and animals wa^ practically confined 
to the territory east of the Missouri 
river. 
It was found to be almost en- 
tirely absent from the western states, 
lina 


coast, transmitted, presumably, by anl 
mals from the eastern part 
of 
the 
country. 
Dogs, cats, wolves, horses, 
sheep, 
cattle, 
hogs, 
squirrels 
and 
skunks can transmit the disease. 


Apparently the disease is increas 
ing, but this may possibly be due in 
part to the greater pains taken in the 
collection 
of 
the 
mortality records. 
The census bureau statistics show 33 
deaths in 1900, 41 in 1901, 45 in 1902r 
43 in 1903, 38 in 1904, 44 in 1905, 85 
in 1906, 75 In 1907 and 111 in 1908. 


During 
1908 nearly 1,500 persons 
were given the Pasteur treatment on 
account of having 
been 
bitten 
by 
rabid or supposedly rabid animals. 


The inquiry by the public 
health 
service shows conclusively that 
the 
only effective way to suppress rabies 
in man is to eradicate 
the 
disease 
among animals. 
This calls for the de- 
struction of infected animals and the 
muzzling of all dogs in Infected arf^as.

Then there are the low- 
er grades of rubber.

comea 'from the far east costs on the 
average about 25 cents a pound and 
sells for $1.75 a pound. 
Of late years 
a great deal of this low grade rubber 
has come from the guayule plant, a 
shrub which grows In the desert up- 
lands of Mexico. 
Its thick bark con- 
tains about 10 per cent, of rubber. 
Certain German s and Americans aft- 
er many experiments, have perfected 
machinery to extract this rubber gum, 
and have succeeded in adding about 
22,000,000 pounds to the world's prod- 
uct of crude rubber. 


There are ten "rubber trusts" in the 
world. 
Five of them are in the United 
States; three In Germany, one in Rus- 
sia and one in Italy. 
They represent 
amalgamations of some fifty of the 
rubber factories of the world. 
There 
are still about 450 that are not amal- 
gamated. 


India rubber first came to the Unit- 
ed States in 1800, but although a pat- 
ent is recorded as early as 1813 for 
making an elastic varnish out of the 
strange new product, nothing seems to 
have come of it until 1823, when a 
Boston sea captain brought back with 
him from South America a pair of 
fantastically gilded rubber boots.

On a Rubber Plantation. 


was not until Charles Goodyear dis- 
covered how to vulcanize rubber that 
the rubber industry amounted to any- 
thing. 


The Impression that a visitor to a 
rubber goods factory 
carries 
away 
with him is one of a lot of rollers that 
seem to be doing nothing but tearing 
to pieces and rolling up into shape, 
over and over again, tlje rubber as it 
develops from its crude to its 
final 
composition. 
Some rollers are cold, 
some are hot; some are wet, some 
are dry; , some fitted with calenders 
that impress à pattern on the 
finished 
sheets, and others seem little moro 
than laundry machines. 
Crude rub- 
ber has to be cleaned. 
It Is softened 
Iji boiV^g water for an hour or so 
and then run between two rolls, one 
of which revolves a little faster than 
the other. 
Over both of these there 
plays a steady stream of water. 


The rubber comes out In long, flat 
sheets and is carried 
Into 
drying 
rooms, where the air Is kept In con- 
stant motion by fans. Every bit of 
moisture must bo removed, p-nd this 
takes sometimes as 
much 
as 
two 
weeks. 
When throughly dried 
the 
rough sheets go to other machines, 
from which they emerge 
soft 
and 
jmooth. 
After having been thoroughly 
rolled the rubber Is compounded with 
various Ingredients, litharge and whit* 
Ing being the two commonest. 
Then 
It is sent under still other rollers and 
kneaded and worked together into a 
homogeneous mass. 
If the rubber is 
combined with a textile fabric the rub- 
ber and cotton cloth go through^ an- 
other series of rollers, entering separ- 
ately, but coming out as one. 
.

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RIZONA, whose entry as the 


the forty-eighth 
member 
of 
the Union, and completed the 
nation of states from 
ocean 
to ocean, has had a history 
probably as turbulent and trying as 
any state in the Union. The struggles 
of the Pilgrims of Massachusetts, the 
Hollanders who colonized New Y o r ^ 
the Quakers who settl§d Pennsylvania 
and the English who brought civiliza- 
tion to the Virginia shores were 
no 
hardier than those of the pioneers of 
Arizona. 
They were killed by Indi- 
ans, robbed by lawless people of their 
own nationality, starved uvon the des- 
ert?, frozen In the snow-capped moun- 
tains and bitten by poisonous reptiles. 


They had no government for many 
years a n i fought as hard to get terri- 
torial rights as they have^ been fight- 
ing for the past ten years 
to 
get 
statehood rights. 
They were on the 
point of rebelling at one time 
and 
even went so far as to establish a ter- 
ritorial form of government of their 
own despite the expressed deslró of 
congress, exemplified In its refusal to 
grant a territorial 
government, that 
they should remain a part 
of 
New 
Mexico. 


-Their nearest peace and Judicial of- 
ficials 
were then four hundred miles 
away, at Mesilla, N. M., and their law 
was the law of the strongest against 
the weakest. 
At one lime all of the 
present state of Arizona 
was 
the 
county of Arizona, attached to New 
Mexico for purposes of administration 
only. 


Gen. Nelson A. Miles, General Law- 
ton, General Crook and many other 
noted men of the United States army 
gained their first fame in campaigning 
in Arizona, 
it was from Arizona that 
the only raid of United States troops 
was ever made into a foreign country 
not then at war with us; the soldiers 
were after Indians who had been kill- 
ing and robbing in Arizona. 
The his- 
tory of Arizona Is thrilling from its 
Inception to the present day. 
^ 


The origin of the name Arizona is 
not definitely known. 
Bahcroft, 
the 
historian, and some others have J n - 
glsted that the name is from a sup- 
posed Pima Indian word, "ArJzonac," 
although Bancroft 
admits that 
the 
aboriginal meaning of the term is not 
known." 
The 
historian 
treats 
as 
"extremely 
absurd" 
the 
suggestion 
that the ^fiame is of Spanish deriva- 
tion,* and he apparently bases 
that 
conclusion upon the fact that 
there 
is no similar word in Spanish. 


But It is possible that 
"Arizona" 
may have had Its derivation from the 
Spanish words arida zona (arid zone). 
The well-known 
tendency 
of 
unedu- 
cated speakers of Spanish 
to 
leave 
off the last syllables of words ending 
in vowels and their tendency to run 
words together would easily 
trans- 
form arida zona into "Arizona." 
First True Exploration. 


It was about 1527 that Cabeza de 
Vaca^ turned his wandering footsteps 
to the Hopi and Zuni villages in the 
northeast, gaining Mexico at last by 
way of the friendly Pima settlements 
along the Gila. 


It was In 1540 that Vasco de Coro- 
nado, governor 
of 
Mexico, lured 
by 
the golden tales of a monkish travel- 
er, started northwsird on tiie first true 
exploration of that mysterious 
land. 
He sought the iabled Seven Cities of 
Cibola, where «old and precious gems 
paved the streets. 
Though he did not 
find the ob^.-sC't of his search his ex- 
pedition l e i 
to Spanish 
settlements 
and 
agrk'iihure^ 
and 
mining 
bad 
some devtifopment. 


Back ai/ain into barbarism was Ari- 
zona pluiaijed by the Mexican war for 
ln..ependencG, and not until the Gads.- 
den purchase, in 1S48, did the 
firm 
hand of governmental authority again 
take hold. 
Even then, however, ail 
that was known of Arizona was a nar- 
row strip within which the Southern 
Pacific railroad now runs and along 
which flowed the tide of travel from 
the eastern states to the gold 
fields 
of California. 
Trtachernout Indian« of Long Ago. 


When the white man first came to 
Arizona there wer^ approximately 40,- 
000 Indians within the borders of the 
territority. 
The principal tribes were 
the Navajos, Hopis, Wallapais, Cheme- 
buevlt, Havasupias, Mohaves, Pimas, 
Marlcopas, 
Yumas, 
Papagoes 
and 
Apaches, of which there were several 
groups 
or 
division«. 
The 
Kavajoa 
perpetrated several massacres in the 
early days, but It wag not Jong before 
all the Indians except the 
Apaches 
ia4 heen subdued. , 


Tricky and cruel, the Apaches hold 
out for many years against the in- 
roads of the whites upon their ancient 
hunting 
grounds. 
Such 
leaders 
ai 
Cochise, Geronimo and Natchez led thè 
Apaches 
ogalnst 
famous 
American 
generals like Nelson 
A. 
Miles and 
George 
Crook. 
A reward 
of 
|5,000 
was once offered for Apache Kid, but 
was iiever clnimei. 


Up to 1S74 the Indians 
terrorized 
large 
sections 
of 
the territory 
and 
kept out immigration and capital. 
In 
that year all the Apaches that could 
be rounded up were placed on thè 
San Carlos reservation. 
It was sup-* 
posed that an end had been put to 
the Indian troubles, but raids in 18S2 
and 1S83 shook the feeling of security. 


In the year 1883 there were 25,000 
Indians 
In 
the 
territory 
occupying 
lands reserved for them by the gen- 
eral 
government. 
The 
government 
was supporting about five thousand oi 
them. 


In 
1882 
the 
Chlrlcahua, 
White 
Mountain 
and San 
Carlos. 
Apaches 
broke out In open rebellion. 
On the 
morning of April 
19 
Loco's 
band 
broke out at San Carlos and 
after 
killing the chief of police started up 
the valley of the Gila, killing at least 
sixty white settlers. 


Then for six years Arizona was the 
scene of a merciless Indian war. 
In 
1883 Geronimo became chief of the 
Apaches. 
He massacred settlers and 
burned ranches almost at will. After 
each 
raid he 
would escape 
to 
the 
mountain fastnesses of Mexico where 
the United States soldiers could not 
pursue him. 
Finally permission was 
secured from Mexico for soldiers to 
cross the frontier In pursuit of the In- 
dians. 
In 1888 Captain Lawton, serv- 
ing under Gen. Nelson A. Miles, sur- 
rounded 
Geronlmo's 
warriors 
and 
made them prisoners. The whole tribe 
was taken to Florida and lattr trans- 
ferred to Fort Sill, Okla., as prisoners 
of war. 


There Geronimo remained until his 
death, three or four years ago, and 
the remainder of 
his band 
is still 
there. 
All desire to return to'Arizona 
and it is possible that sometime the 
government may see fit to grant them 
their wish. 
Today they are as peace- 
ful and placid as any Indians, having 
seen the folly of resisting the whites. 


Of course there were bad men and 
gun men in Arizona In her early days. 
Stage and train robberies were by no 
means 
uncommon 
and 
excited 
only 
passing comment. 
Finally train rob- 
beries 
became 
so 
frequent 
that 
in 
1SS9 the penalty for that crime was 
fixed at death. 
In the same year the 
legislature passed a law providing a 
fine of $25 for any one carrying con- 
cealed weapons. 


It was not until after the penalty 
for train robbing had been^ fixed at 
death that 
Arizona became 
really 
peaceful. 
Now there is no train rob- 
bing any more, jsnd as the day of the 
stage coach Is practically passed the 
stage robber is extinct. 


Until 1907 everything 
was 
wide 
open in Arizona, Cambling was unre- 
strained and, except where municipal 
law^prevented, 
women 
and 
minors 
were allowed in saloons. 
In that year 
the legislature responded to an urgent 
message from Governor Kibbey and 
to pronounced public sentiment and 
passed a rigid anti-gambling law that 
closed such games. 


Starling Going South. 


Reports received at the department 
of agriculture state that the English 
starling, whose progress in this coun- 
try has been watched with some un- 
easiness, has got as far south as New- 
port News, 


This is one of the Imported birds 
that It is feared wilj rank 
with the 
English sparrow as a pest. 
It does 
no -particular harm In Bi;g!r.nd, but It 
was Introduced into Australia a num- 
her of years ago'and there it has been 
a serious menace to the wheat crop. 


Its only redeeming feature Is that It 
is a much larger bird than the English 
sparrow, and therefore likely to be 
easier to handle. 
The 
birds 
were 
started In this country In New Eng- 
land and worked south slowly. 
For 
several seasons they seemingly wer® 
stationary in the latitude of Philadel- 
phia.

The only practical means of disinfect- 
ing is by

lions of tuberculosis germs wore be- 
ing burned, 5,000 
pamphlets 
telling 
how to prevent Ccu^umptlon. wore dis 
trlbuted to the crowd looking on.

The development of the automobile 
as a practical commercial factor pro- 
duced a revolution in traffic on the 
roads. And the change» have been so 
rapid, and the motor car devoted to 
such a variety of uses, that those 
who have not kept up a close observa- 
tion are amazed at the figures when 
they are presented. 


Prom a purely pleasure vehicle the 
automobile has become a commercial 
necessity. 
Its range of usefulness is 
practically 
ten 
times that of 
the 
horse, either for load or for distance. 
Very recently, in addition to the or- 
dinary passenger automobiles, and the 
auto-delivery wagons, and local auto 
trucks, there have appeared on the 
roads 
great 
automobile 
freight 
wagons, carrying eight to ten tons of 
freight, running on regular schedules, 
and carrying goods to and from points 
not reached or not well served by 
railroads. 
These auto-freight lines, 
wherever they have been Installed, 
are filling a long felt want in provid- 
ing for the traffic necessities of many 
communities, and their number is in- 
creasing wonderfully.

This organization assumes charge 
of the campaign to secure the ap- 
proval of the amendment 
by the 
electors of the State at the polls. It 
assumes this work not only because 
of tlie intense interest of its mem- 
bers in the roads themselves, but be- 
cause it is the only thoroughly or- 
ganized body which 
possesses 
the 
facilities for carrying on such a cam- 
paign. 


To bring all the facts and argu- 
ments clearly before the voters of 
Pennsylvania requires thorough or- 
ganisation, and equipment for pre- 
senting the subject to the people; 
and this organization and equipment 
the Pennsylvania Motor Federation 
poBsesE^s, 


There uro mere than 80,000 automo- 
biles ill the State of Pennsylvania. 
That means one automobile to less 
than every mile and a quarter of 
roads in t\o State; one automobile 
to every 4CU acres of land; one auto- 
mobile in every $90,000 worth of as- 
sessed property, real and personal, in 
the State. 


This year the automobiles pay into 
tlie State treasury in registration and 
other fees more than eiglit hundred 
thousand 
dollars. 
Next 
year 
the 
amount will probably reach a million 
two hundred thousand, or an increase 
of 100 per cent in two years; and 
long before the entire issue of bonds 
has been disposed of, and the roads 
improved, the automobile fees are 
likely to amount to a sum sulficlent 
to pay much more than the two and 
a quarter million dollars which the 
interest 
and 
amprtizatlon 
of 
the 
bonds will cost. 


In 1909, wlien there were 19.000 
motor cars in the State, the idea that 
the 
number would double in five 
years was treated with derision. 
Hut 
the doubling occurred in a single 
year instead of five, and by the time 
the five years shall have expired, at 
the end of 1914, according to present 
Indications, the number of motor ve- 
hicles will have reached more than 
five times the number. 


Certainly the motorists want the 
roads built; but their wish for the 
roads is coupled with an interest in 
the upbuilding and development of 
the 
magnificent 
resources 
of 
the 
State, the enrichment of its people, 
the elimination of the waste in its 
energies and substance, and the ma- 
terial, moral and social welfare of all, 
The motorists favor the issue of 
bonds for road building for the rea- 
son that this is the only safe and 
sane method of procedure; the only 
method that will secure the construc- 
tion of the highways promptly and in 
accordance 
with 
modern 
methods ; 
and, because by the building of the 
highways an era of unusual prosper- 
ity must come upon the State ia 
which all will ^hare.

Fixing a method of lighting the streets 


and highways of the borough of New 
Oxford, County ol Adams and State of 
Pennsylvania, and providing for the 
making of contracts for that purpose. 
Skc. 1. Be it enacted and ordained by 
the Hu^ess and Town Council of the bor- 
ough of New Oxford, County of Adams 
and Stat^^ of Pennsylvania and it is here- 
by enacted and ordained by tlie authority 
of the same that henceforth the streets 
and highways of Siiid borouijh sluUl be 
lighted, at the expense of said borough, 
during the night, or such portions of the 
night as the Town Council of said bor- 
ough «hall from time to time by resolu- 
tion prescribe, by means of electricity, 
gaSi gasoline, kerosene or other systenj of 
illumination, as said Town CJouncil may 
from time to tiine prescribe. 


HKi\ 2. The said Town Council shall 
and is hereby authorized to make con- 
tracts for tho lighting of the streets and 
l\ighways of said borough a« aforesaid 
with any imlividual or corporation desir- 
ing to furnish light for suili purj)ose, up- 
on the best t^rnis obtainable for the kind 
of light prescribed by said Town Ciouncil, 
but no such contract shall be for a loiiger 
term than ten (JO) yeaiH 


Sicc. 3. Waid contracts for the lighting 
of the sti*eet« anil highways of said bor- 
ough shaJJ be approved by the Town 
Council and shall, when so approved be 
executed in the Jiame of the uorough of 
New Oxford by tho President of the Town 
Council and the corporate seal of the said 
borough shall bo alhxed thereto and at> 
twisted by tho ¡Secretary of tho Town Coun- 
cil. 


Bji:c. 4. The miid Town Council shall 
have the right and ])ower to ijicorporate 
into any contract for the lijjhting of the 
streets and Jiighways of said borough a 
provision that tlio franchise of the party 
or corjjoration lighting said streets and 
highways shall be exclusive within said 
borou^jh during the period of tlie con- 
tract, if, in the opinion of the Town Coun- 
cil, it shall be advisable so to do.
